Township School Law. 


1 call your attention to the wide- 


spread discontent ninong the rural com- 
munities due to the passage of the so 
called township school law. 


Tills law was Introduced and passed 


at the instance of the regents of the 
University of the State of New York 
in the belief that It would better rural 
school conditions. I was also informed 
that the measure had the approval of 
the officers of the State Grange, who 
took the same view. 


t 
While It was designed to promote the 


' consolidation of weak and inefficient 
schoois with the stronger and better 
equipped, its framers apparently over- 
looked the existing conditions In sotr.e 
of the rural districts, and therefore un- 
dertook practically to force the aboll- 
lion of many of the existing school 
i!i.«'.ricts and their union with stronger 
srimols when such consolidation was 
impractical. 


The result seems to be a very large 


increase of taxes among the rural dis- 
trlrts without a corresponding Increase 
in equipment, in teaching or in effi- 
ciency. 


• 
It has thrown upon some of the rural 


districts, the burden of supporting, in 
large measure, union free schools lo- 
cated in the larger villages of town- 
ships, nnd Investigation has shown 
that the consolidation of eight or nine 


I rural districts, some of which are five. 
| sir or seven miles from the central 
lii£h school, cannot be accomplished 
advantageously at the present time. 


Another feature of the bill which is 


objectionable is the fact that the town 
board of education is given power to 
raise by taxation the necessary ex- 
penses of running the schools, thus 
depriving the people of the right to 
vote on the amount of money to be 
expended for school purposes ~!tl;!n 
the school district. 


As a general principle the continu- 


ance of local seif-eovernment for the 
purpose of raising funds for local pub- 
lic expenditure should still be regard- 
ed as one of the fundamental safe- 
guards of our state. 


Taking into consideration these and 


other objections to the law and bear- 
ing in mind the practical demonstra- 
tion afforded by the experience of the 
past year and the failure of the I:iw 
properly to accomplish the purpose for 
which it was enacted, it is my belief 
that the best interests of the state re- 
quire Its amendment. 


Agriculture. 


The Council of Farms nnd Jfarke'ts 


provided for by Chapter 302 of the 
Laws of 1017 has been appointed and 
is proceeding to consolidate and re- 
organize the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Department of Foods and 
Markets.

The canals constitute the most splen- 


did system of waterways in the coun- 
try, both from a strategetical and from 
a commercial standpoint. They con- 
nect the Great Lakes with the sea- 
board. They are a part of the great 
line of west to east communication. 
They extend through one of the most 
densely populated sections 
of' the 


United States. The population of this 
state is approximately 10 per cent, of 
the total population of the nation, and 
in a zone within 20 miles on each side 
of the canal line between New York 
and Buffalo 8,000,000 people, or SO per 
cent, of the state's entire population, 
reside. Over one million people reside 
within the cities of Buffalo, Rochester.

The law of this state provides 
for the slaughter of dairy cattle suf- 
fering from bovine tuberculosis and 
of horses suffering from gianders.
